Additional recommendations aimed at preserv 
ing Sierra Madre through placing tough new restric 
tions on property owners will be discussed in a joini 
General Plan Ad Hoc Committee and Planning 
Commission meeting with urban planner John Bit 
terly on Wednesday, June 28, at 7 p.m. in the Coun¬ 
cil chambers at City Hall. 

The joint study session will consider the Ad 
Hoc Committee’s recommendations for dow nzoning 
of numerous properties through the community. 

More than one third of the area of the entire 
city could be included in the proposed down¬ 
zoning If the recommendations of the Ad Hoc 
Committee are eventually adopted. 

The number of properties which would be 
affected total close to 600 out of a total of 3800 
R-1 residences in Sierra Madre.

l ollow ing the ’oint study session, recommenda¬ 
tions Will go to the Planning Commission and City 
Council for public hearings and adoption of or¬ 
dinances affectii g the rezoning. 

I he downzjning ordinances would join other 
restrictive measures such as the Historic Cultural 
Preservation Ordinance for historic homes, and 
a number currently under con^deration such as the 
proposed tree preservation ordinance which would 
preclude removal of most trees on private property 
and restrict even pruning; establishment of a Design 
Review Committee and requirement of Conditional 
Use Permits for all building or remodeling, and the 
Hillside Ordinance which contains provisions 
varying from one house per five acres to one per 20 
acres below the 1200’ elevation level and one house 
per 40 acres above that level. 

The News will publish dates, times and places 
of public hearings on the various proposed ordin¬ 
ances for interested readers as they are 
scheduled.

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Beware the Fourth 

With many Californians getting an 
extra day off from work or beginning 
their summer vacation, the four- 
day Fourth of July holiday weekend 
threatens to be one of the deadliest 
periods of the year on the state’s streets 
and highways, according to the Greater 
Los Angeles Chapter National Safety 
Council. 

During last year’s three-day July 
4th weekend there were 60 traffic crash 
fatalities stateswide, one of the highest 
holiday highway death tolls of 1988. The 
toll could conceivably reach 75 this year 
with the extra day added. 

One way the statewide toll can be 
kept down is through increased usage 
or car safety seat belts by motorists 
and their passengers. Despite the fact 
that car seat belt usage is mandatory 
in California, only about 50 percent of 
drivers buckle up. Raising this figure to 
70 percent can save hundreds of lives 
this year in California alone, notes 
Joseph M. Kaplan, president of the 
L.A. Safety Council. 

One reason why motorists have to 
drive so defensively is that 50 percent of 
traffic fatalities are alcohol-related. 
Drinking and driving is not only a bad 
mix for the inebriated driver; it is also 
a potential death threat to sober motor,- 
ists and their passengers, especially if 
they haven’t buckled up their seat belts. 

“If you drink, don’t drive, and if 
you do drive, buckle up those seat belts. 
We want you back in town, safe and 
sound, after your holiday,’’ Kaplan 
cautions.

Concerned about 
‘lack of cooperation’ 

This letter was sent 
to the City Council with 
a copy to The News. Ed. 

As a general con¬ 
tractor operating through¬ 
out Los Angeles and 
Orange Counties, I wish 
to express my concern 
with the lack of co¬ 
operation of the city in 
the start time of a con¬ 
struction project. 

In most cases there is 
loan money involved 
with a construction pro¬ 
ject. The process of 
plan checking has deter¬ 
iorated to the extend of tak¬ 
ing 60 to 90 days 
to complete. As a result 
of this a $200,000 loan 
could cost an owner 
$2000 a month in interest 

Doesn’t think 
SMPBE is right 

1 am not convinced 
that SMPBE’s goal of 
better education would 
be achieved by joining 
the Arcadia School 
Unified District. As a 
recent graduate of PHS 
with a younger sister 
who will graduate from 
PHS this spring and a 
brother who will enter 
the ninth grade there this 
fall I feel my experiences 
put me in a good posi¬ 
tion to point out some 
of the problems with 
SMPBE’s arguments 
(as stated in the story 
by Joan Rose, Sierra 
Madre News, June 8) 
and point out that I have 
found to be the primary, 
overwhelming strength 
of the Pasadena 
School District. 

SMPBE does some 
very clever statistical 
voodoo when in points 
to CAP scores as 
evidence of the super¬ 
iority of the AUSD. 
First, they base the 
comparison on dis¬ 
trict wide averages. 
They later point out that 
Sierra Madre students 
make up only about two 
to five percent (their 
data is unclear here) of 
the PUSD. Thus, statis¬ 
tically speaking Sierra 
Madre students would 
make a miniscule dent in 
district wide scores even 
if they all scored 
100 percent. It has 
been my experience, and 
I am supported by the 
input of my siblings, 
that the vast majority of 
students from Sierra 

Against separation 
from PUSD 

As a Sierra Madre 
resident and graduate of 
the Pasadena public 
school system, I feel com¬ 
pelled to write in about 
the current push to 
separate Sierra Madre 
from the Pasadena Uni¬ 
fied School District. 1 
have read the letters and 
articles that outline the 
reasons for such a divi¬ 
sion, but have been un¬ 
convinced by the argu¬ 
ments, not only because 
of my own personal 
experience in the Pasa¬ 
dena schools, but also 
because of certain 
statistics I have 
come across. 

It seems that a main 
complaint against the 
Pasadena Schools is that 
, test scores are lower there 
than in Arcadia. But 
studies made by socio¬ 
logists and psychologists 
such as Samuel Bowles, 
I Herbert Ointis and 
Christopher Jencks 
[ have indkued that an 
( individual child’s 
test scam arc aot affact- 
ed too much by the 
Khod to which they 
go The chiM's fandy 
fducailoaal and cul¬ 
tural backgrauads

alone. With the fee sched¬ 
ule in effect presently a 
2500 sq. ft. house and 
600 sq. ft. garage, you 
would have plan check, 
building permit, 
development fee, school 
fee at a cost of $8119 be¬ 
fore construction starts. 

It is my opinion that 
when a set of plans is sub¬ 
mitted for plan check 
that has a structural en¬ 
gineer’s stamp and 
calculations it should only 
be necessary for a 
plan checker to review 
lot coverage, ordin- 


Madre score much 
higher on CAP tests than 
the rest of the district. 
It has been my 
experience that the 
CAP scores and general 
scholastic success (not 
real world success I 
might add) is tied to the 
students family back¬ 
ground, not the suc¬ 
cess of peers. Unless it 
is shown that Sierra 
Madre students score 
poorly on CAP tests these 
tests can not be used as 
evidence of PUSD’s 
inadequicy (sic). 

SMPBE also states 
that PUSD and ASUD 
are close together in the 
socio-economic status 
of their students and 
thus socio-economic 
factors fo not play a 
role in the differences 
between the districts. 
First of all, Pasa¬ 
dena is a much larger 
district and thus a com¬ 
posite of the income 
levels of it’s (sic) students 
families that is similar to 
(but still much lower 
than) Arcadia’s would 
have much greater ex¬ 
tremes. A family living 
in southern Pasadena 
could therefore balance 
out five families living 
in the King’s Manor 
housing project and make 
these six families appear 
the same as on middle- 
class home in Arcadia. 
Having attended Pasa¬ 
dena schools, grades 
1-12, with students 
from poorer areas of 
Pasadena as well as 
knowing, through sports 
and social activities, 
students from both Ar- 


significant. Because of 
this, an individual child 
has little chance of 
having higher test scores 
because of going to 
school in Arcadia rather 
than in Pasadena. 

I have also sensed that 
some parents fear that 
their child will have 
less of a chance of 
getting into the college 
of their choice if they 
go to Pasadena schools. 
Again, studies show that 
this is not the case. The 
chances are approxi¬ 
mately the same for stu¬ 
dents with similar test 
scores to go to college 
regardless of the 
schools they went to. In 
fact, some studies show 
that an individual 
student has a better 
chance of getting into 
a good college if he or 
she comes from a school 
with lower average test 


Another complaint 
of some parents is that 
there is more violence 
and drug use in Pasa¬ 
dena schools than in 
Afcathasdioali. It is hard 
to come by good statis¬ 
tics. but my impres¬ 
sion is that alcohol 
abuac is a prob¬ 

lem in Arcodta schools 
than la Pasadena 


ance conformance and 
corrections to calcula¬ 
tions where mistakes 
have been made. In 
that they have been 
certified by a structural 
engineer I don’t feel it is 
a plan checker’s perogative 
to add things of his own 
opinion. 

I also understand 
that the city pays 
a plan checker by the 
hour. Why not have a 
set fee per sq. ft. varying 
according to type of 
building? I am sure 
this would cut the time 


cadia and Pasadena I can 
assure you that Pasadena 
is nowhere near Arcadia 
socio-economically. 

This further cuts the 
validity of SMPBE’s CAP 
score claims as well as 
explaining why 
PUSD has a higher drop¬ 
out rate. 

SMPBE claims that 
50 percent of ASUD is 
minority and thus they 
are not running from 
ethnic diversity. 
More likely, they 
would rather chose (sic) 
what kind of ethnic 
diversity to have. I 
would very much like to 
know the source of this 
statistic and 

what exactly they are 
classifying as “minority.” 
Having spent time in 
Arcadia leads me to 
believe this figure is 
very off. SMPBE 
claims to be for inte¬ 
gration but what exactly 
they mean by integration 
is very unclear. From 
what 1 can discern they 
are simply giving the 
idea of integration lip 
service while running 
headlong into an 
economicly and thus 
ethnicly segregated 
situation. 

I have many other 
problems with SMPBE 
(Are ASUD schools in 
fact any safer than 
PUSD schools? Petition 
signature gatherers who 
claim ASUD has two 
HS’s rather than 
one. Etc.) but would like 
to turn to what is above 
all the primarily advan¬ 
tage of graduating 
from the Pasadena sys- 


schools. As for drug 
abuse, the drugs are 
probably different, 
but it is doubtful 
that the amount of 
drug abuse in Pasa¬ 
dena schools signi¬ 
ficantly higher than the 
amount of drug abuse in 
Arcadia schools. It 
seems that drug and al¬ 
cohol abuse are problems 
which cut across all 
social and economic 
barriers. 

As for my own per¬ 
sonal experience at 
Pasadena High School, 
I have never felt that I 
was short-changed 
by my education there or 
at Eliot Junior High 
School, Loma Alta 
School, or Sierra Madre 
School. Academic issues 
aside, I feel that the 
social atmosphere was 
better for me than it 
would have been at Ar¬ 
cadia. I have met many 
people at college who 
feel uncomfortable in 
atmospheres which do 
not consist of 95 percent 
upper middle clau peo¬ 
ple. I am happy that I 
do fed comfortable in 
ihcM situations. I bene¬ 
fited greatly from 
the diversity presented lo 
m* ta P a sadena ichooli

not have several available 
for plan checking?

Taking 
into consideration the 
advantages Pasa¬ 
dena schools have 
given me in work and 
school I feel it would 
be a great lose (sic) to pre¬ 
sent and future students 
for Sierra Madre to 
leave the Pasadena 
schools.

“1 like being close to home. 1 can walk to 
and from work and 1 can go home for lunch . . . The 
post office treats men and women the same. 
It’s a great place to work.” 

Working immediately with her is another full¬ 
time clerk, a relief clerk and two substitute clerks. 

She says that each post office is not run the 
same as it used to be. “The postmaster used to run 
the office. It has changed because of the number 
of people and the volume of mail. I work with won¬ 
derful people.” 

Has Sierra Madre changed much in the quarter 
century since she has been working at the post office? 
“Yes, but I love it. P’- '■‘’•'noed quite a bit but it’s

The Post Office has requested that parts of 
Sierra Madre switch from postal carrier to delivery 
by truck, according to Nancy Werengren who is 
supervising that transfer.

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History celebrated by Derby 



Established in 1922, it 
has survived two World 
Wars, a major depression. 
Prohibition and, most 
recently, redevelop¬ 
ment which has brought 
a complete transforma¬ 
tion of its surroundings. 
It is the Derby, Arcadia’s 
oldest restaurant, located 
at 233 E. Huntington Dr. 

Beginning as the Proc¬ 
tor Tavern located at the 
corner of Foothill 
Blvd. and Santa Anita 
Ave., the restaurant 
moved to its present 
location in 1932, and six 
years later, was bought 
by George Woolf and 
Bill Peterson. On 
Friday, June 23, the res¬ 
taurant is celebrating 
that beginning over 50 
years ago. 

In 1951 the Derby was 
purchased by Dominic 


and Lorene Sturniolo, 
more affectionately 
known as Murph and 
Slugger. It was the same 
year that their son 
Charles, or Chip, was 
born. 

The Sturniolos came 
to Arcadia with res¬ 
taurant experience at the 
Old Virginia and Little 
Broiler, two South 
Pasadena eateries. 

For Chip, working in 
the restaurant is the only 
job he has ever known. 
Beginning at the age of 
15, his dad started him as 
a dishwasher. For almost 
10 years he worked in the 
kitchen where he learned 
all about the preparation 
and presentation of food. 
The Sturniolos firmly be¬ 
lieve that food is number 
one, adds Chip. They cut 
their own meat, grind the 


coffee and make all the 
dressings and sauces. 

The Derby probably is 
most famous for its 
bacon wrapped filet and 
Irish Coffee. In fact, 
the restaurant is credited 
with introducing the cof¬ 
fee drink to Southern 
California from San 
Francisco and Shannon, 
Ireland. 

Chip became a bar¬ 
tender, waiter, host and 
assistant manager. Then 
after managing the fam¬ 
ily’s Orange County 
restaurant, he came back 
to run the Derby 10 years 
ago. He says that his dad 
returns to Arcadia from 
either Arrowhead or 
Palm Springs and offers 
his “pearls of wisdom,” 
saying “1 don’t want to 
tell you how to, but if it 
was me . . .” 


The Derby’s menu fea¬ 
tures an Italian flair fol¬ 
lowing recipes that have 
been handed down by 
Chip’s grand¬ 
mother. However, with 
changing times and diet¬ 
ary concerns, more salads, 
fish and lighter sauces 
have been added. 
Chip explains. 

Through the years, 
the area around the 
Derby has changed, 
but no more than in the 
last year when several 
new restaurants and 
hotels have become 
neighbors. Through 
redevelopment, the 
parking area has been 
changed and new land¬ 
scaping has been added. 
In order to assure parking 
for customers, the Derby 
now offers compli¬ 
mentary valet service. 


Enhancing the decor 
at the restaurant is 
memorabilia from the 
sporting world, including 
pictures of horse racing 
winners and champion 
boxers as well as greats 
of tennis, baseball 
and football arenas. 
The collection of horse 
racing mementors no 
doubt can be attributed 
to George Woolf, former 
owner of the Derby 
who was a rider of cham¬ 
pions until he was fatally 
injured at Santa Anita 
Race Track in 1946. 

Though he came in se¬ 
cond twice, Woolf was 
never successful in 
winning the Kentucky 
Derby, the only truly 
great American race 
event to elude him. 
He once remarked, “1

Another chapter in the 
story of the Derby 
concerns the forma¬ 
tion of the Rouges, an 
organization which sup¬ 
ports the blood pro¬ 
gram in Arcadia. The 
Rouges Gallery, located 
at the entrance into the 
Derby Lounge, pictures 
members of the organi¬ 
zation. 

What is next for the 
restaurant that has 
played host to millions 
of guests for over half 
a century? Chip says 
his goal is to take even 
better care of guests 
in the next 50 years. “We 
never, never want to lean 
on our laurels.”

Ching, Artratetum director, 
receives garden award 


Francis Ching, director 
of the Los Angeles 
County Department of 
Arboreta and 

Botanic Gardens, recently 
became the first horti¬ 
culturist on the west 
coast to win the Arthur 
Hoyt Scott Garden 
and Horticulture 
Award. 

“Judging the progress 
Californians have made 
in facing environmental 
issues, it seems that the 
east can look to the 
west for solutions to some 
of our own problems,’’ 
said David Fraser, Swarih- 
more College President, 
as he presented the 
award. 

The award, estab¬ 
lished in 1929 at Swarth- 
more College in Pennsyl¬ 
vania, annually honors 
an individual for 
outstanding national 
contributions to the 
science and art of 
gardening and for help¬ 
ing create a wider 


interest in the field. 

As Department Diree- 
tor for the past 19 years, 
Ching oversees pro¬ 
jects at the four county- 
run gardens: Los Angeles 
State and County 
Arboretum in Arca¬ 
dia, Descanso Gardens 
in La Canada Flint- 
ridge, South Coast Botan¬ 
ic Garden on the Palos 
Verdes Peninsula and 
the Virgnia Robinson 
Gardens in Beverly Hills. 

Beginning his 
association with the Los 
Angeles County 
Department of Arboreta 
and Botanic Gardens 
in 1956, Ching 
held a variety of posi¬ 
tions, including grounds 
maintenance, research 
assistant, chief horti¬ 
culturist and super¬ 
intendent of the Los An¬ 
geles State and County 
Arboretum prior to his 
appointment as director 
in 1970. 


A senior class that 
boasted the highest 
grade point average in 
the history of Arcadia 
High School was grad¬ 
uated last Friday night.

He 
asked that they bear their 
responsibility “with 
integrity and Joy, with 
seriousness and 
commitment, with 
love and hope.”

Eleven variances pass Planning Commission

A Joint meeting between the Planning Commis¬ 
sion and the General Plan Ad Hoc Committee was 
held prior to the regular meeting of the commission 
on Thursday, June 15 at 7 p.m. in order to distribute 
the Ad Hoc Committee’s initial report on possible 
downzoning sections of Sierra Madre (see elsewhere 
in The News). Also in attendance for the pre¬ 
commission meeting was John Bitterly, urban plan¬ 
ner, who offered his initial comments and advice on 
the matter. 

The regular meeting of the Planning Commis¬ 
sion begain at 7:30 with Commissioners Jim Hester, 
Whilma Holcome, Ross Tyree and Chairman John 
Watter in attendance. With several members absent, 
the 13 item agenda, which included one continua¬ 
tion, 12 public hearings and one item of new 
business, was covered in good time. The following 
were among those items on the docket: 

A front yard variance for Mr. Timms at 500 Mt. 
Wilson Trail, which was continued from the last 
commission meeting due to the applicant’s absence, 
was reopened. The request was for the building of a 
parking pad for additional parking space. Neighbor 
Ray Anderson voiced concern to ensure that the 
work would be done safely as he lived just down the 
hill and had previous problems with boulders rolling 
down the slope. The variance was approved. 

Ander Troedsson came before the commission 
requesting a side yard variance for an addition that 
would protrude 7 inches into the side yard setback. 
Two letters of approval of the plans were pre.sented 
to the commissioners, and a neighbor from across 
the street also came to speak in behalf of the 
variance, which was approved unanimously. 

A side yard variance for the installation of a spa 
was denied by the commission as requested by Louis 
and Patricia McDonald at 500 Manzanita Ave. 
Despite a letter of approval from the neighbor 
closest to the propo,sed site and an explanation by 
the applicant that it “couldn’t be put anywhere else 
because (the applicant) would have to move concrete 
and wouldn’t be able to put in any brickwork,’’ 
Commissioner Hester .still felt that it could be moved 
nearer to the house, thus deleting the need for a 
\ariance. 

There was considerable discussion over a side 
yard variance for a fence that had already been con¬ 
structed to replace an old pre-existing, non- 
conforming fence. The new fence was only 4 inches 
higher than the previous one, but by new codes it 
was in some places more than IVi feet non- 
conforming. A neighbor adjacent to the fence com¬ 
plained that the fence made her yard “look like a 
prison.’’ She was also concerned about liability of 


people climbing the fence. The applicant stated that 
the reason for the fence’s height was for privacy and 
to keep children’s toys within the yard. He went on 
to explain that construction had begun after receiv¬ 
ing a building permit from the city, and it was only 
upon final inspection that he was informed of the 
variance. After continued debate, the commission 
finally approved the variance. 

Burke Steed came requesting a variance for the 
addition of a kitchen nook at 648 Alta Vista. The 
commission, after looking over the plans, quickly 
granted the request. The same was true for a side 
yard variance for Dennis and Sherry Manning at 10 
Vista Circle for the addition of a master bedroom 
and bath. Both applicants spoke in support of each 
other’s projects. 

Fred Crocket spoke on behalf of Robert and 
Katherine Clarke at 113 W. Carter Ave. in their side 
yard variance request for an addition. The commis¬ 
sion approved the variance with Commissioner 
Hester abstaining from the vote on the basis of a 
“lack of information’’ presented. 

Gordon and Mary Lou Caldwell received some 
smiles from the commission as they came requesting 
a side yard variance for the installation of air condi¬ 
tioning units. Commissioners quipped over “who 
would supply the units’’ as Caldwell owns Gem 
Plumbing in Sierra Madre. There was little discus¬ 
sion over the matter with the exception of Caldwell 
explaining to the commission the logistics of the unit 
placement and new low-noise machines. The 
variance was approved. 

A potential three story variance was brought up 
before the commission as well as a request for a 
front and side yard variance by Carl Griffin on 
behalf of himself and his partner, Roy Thorson. 
Griffin explained that the three story situation was 
merely a technicality, and that the house would be 
actually a two story with a sublevel that would be 
built on a hillside lot using stilts. Commissioner 
Hester raised the concern that from the street all that 
would be visible would be the garage and the en¬ 
trance, while Don Watts, architect previously af¬ 
filiated with the project, came forward to oppose the 
project because he had “a better plan that wouldn’t 
need all the variances.’’ A motion was passed to ap¬ 
prove the variance. 

A variance request for a side yard variance to 
permit the addition of a den was quickly granted. 
The applicant, Margaret A. Beggs at 475 E. Orange 
Grove Ave., explained its need due to the fact that 
her husband’s knees were weakening, stairs would 
give him trouble in the future and wished for a living 
space downstairs. 

A rear yard variance request for a two story ac¬ 
cessory building was brought before the commission 


by J. Denton and Patricia Allen at 250 W. Highland 
Ave. as an addition to their pool area. The building 
would be a garage with a recreation room on the se¬ 
cond level, as well as have a deck and some planting 
surrounding it. The proposed structure would not 
quite be two stories since the first floor was partly 
sublevel. Initially, a side yard variance was also in¬ 
cluded in the request, but the applicant stated he was 
more than witling to move the plans over in order to 
negate the need for that particular variance. The 
neighbor across the alley objected on the basis that 
his view would be obscured and “there would just be 
wood and cement to look at.’’ It was, however, 
pointed out that the alley was unusually wide (37 
feet) and that the neighbor’s home was at least 100 
feet away from the proposed structure. The rear 
yard variance was approved. 

The final variance request under the public 
hearing portion of the agenda was made by Gary 
and Joyleen Mendoza, returning to the commission 
after having their last request for a second story ad¬ 
dition turned down at the last regular meeting. 
Several neighbors spoke in favor of the variance. 
The neighbors to the north, however, spoke in op¬ 
position to the variance stating that a second story 
addition would invade their privacy by having win¬ 
dows that looked into their yards. The opponents 
added they had lived in their home for 40 years and 
did not wish to have a new structure staring down 
upon their home and patio. Another neighbor spoke 
to the same concerns, and added that having such a 
structure looking down into their yard would lower 
their property value. Chairman Watter spoke up to 
remind the opponents that all the applicant had to 
do was move his plans over a few feet and he wouldn’t 
even need the variance, and that in essence there was 
nothing anyone could do about his adding a second 
story. Watter also remarked that he is only asking 
for a variance to set him back 12 feet (10 percent of 
lot width, “and he has a large lot”). “If everyone 
had 12 foot setbacks, we wouldn’t need a code,” 
Watter continued. After continued discussion, the 
commission granted the variance. 

During new business. City Administrator Jim 
McRea went on to explain matters pending and up¬ 
coming business for the commission. The matter of 
the General Plan Ad Hoc Committee was to be con¬ 
tinued at a special meeting on June 28 between the 
two groups, with John Bitterly in attendance. 
McRea was asked if the General Plan would need to 
be revised, and he indicated that “as it stands now, it 
does not. But if the Planning Commission feels the 
way the General Plan Committee feels (which is that 
the General Plan is weak, even illegal), then we may 
need to hire a consultant to revise it.”

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Three Sierra Madre students who are part of the 
Sacramento Freelancers Drum and Bugle Corps are 
George Ptazinski, Kraig Pakulski and Jack Taylor.

These Pasadena City College students audi¬ 
tioned and were selected to be members of the 
group. Their training started last February in Sac¬ 
ramento and continues to this month. 

Pakulski is the only one to experience a second 
year of travel with the Freelancers which consists 
of 128 musicians and pageantry corps. The maximum 


size of this competitive corps is 128 members. 
No member may be older than 21 years. 

Students are picked up by a bus and driven 
from Sacramento about every three weeks during 
the four-month period.

States where the group will tour are 
Utah, Colorado, Nebraska, Iowa, Michigan and into 
Canada before heading back through New York, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Ohio, Indiana and 
Kansas City. They will be in national champion¬ 
ships in Kansas City.
